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STAFF WALKOUT 
OVER ‘BULLYING’ 



‘Severe problems’: Staff picket the gates outside Hornsey School for Girls

TEACHERS at a Haringey school pick¬ 
eted at the gates to highlight a hierarchy 
of “bullying behaviour, oppressive man¬ 
agement and entirely unreasonable 
workload expectations”. 

The strike last week was the first of three 
scheduled by staff - from the most senior to the 
newly qualified - at Hornsey School for Girls in 
Inderwick Road, Crouch End. 

The secondary school, judged by OFSTED to 
be good with outstanding features, has had 
“severe problems” according to the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT). 

Over the past year the union has been bom¬ 
barded with complaints including allegations of 
staff facing public humiliation, being ridiculed 
and belittled in meetings, being bullied and fac¬ 
ing unreasonable workload expectations. 

Others have complained that a recent restruc¬ 
ture of the school has led to teachers being given 
extra duties, and others being stripped of them, 
without discussion. 

Out of 60 NUT members at the girls’ school 
who received ballots, 56 members voted in 
favour of the strikes - one today (Wednesday) 
and a further two next week. 

Julie Davies, secretary of Haringey NUT told 
the Advertiser. “We have tried meeting gover¬ 
nors and explaining to them that they need to 
intervene. They do not seem to believe there is a 
problem. 

“Our ballot results have shown that there is. 
We have held a ballot and are now calling strike 


action to force them to restore good order and 
proper management to the school. 

“We need serious talks with them about how 
we can achieve this. Hornsey is a good school 
and our members will leave unless something is 
done.” 

An on-line petition to lobby the chairman of 
governors, Keith Embleton, to intervene, 
launched on Monday April 25 had already 


gained 521 signatures in just one day. 

A spokesman for Haringey Council said, “We 
deeply regret the action that the NUT is taking at 
Hornsey School for Girls and the disruption this 
is causing teaching and learning in the school. 
Haringey continues to work with all parties con¬ 
cerned to resolve this dispute.” 

Teachers are set to strike again today and 
tomorrow (Thursday). 


Man admits railway murder 


A 23-YEAR-OLD man has admitted 
murder after a body was found in a railway 
underpass in Tottenham. 

Polish national Kamil Czarnomski 
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appeared at the Old Bailey last week where 
he pleaded guilty to killing 35-year-old 
Pawel Chwalinski. 

The body of the fellow Polish national 
was found on the evening of November 17 
last year concealed under a sleeping bag 
and a bike frame in the underpass in Park 
View Road beneath the Liverpool Street 
to Cambridge railway line. 

Chwalinski was known to Czarnomski 
and Murder Squad detectives established 
he had been assaulted by him near the 
underpass the previous day. 

Because of contradictory evidence as to 
the circumstances of his death, which 
could have a bearing on the sentence, 
Czarnomski will receive a special hearing,

Old Bailey on Thursday, May 5 and 
Friday May 6.

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Developers fall short 
on pledge on museum

A CAMPAIGNER trying to ensure a 
piece of World War II history is kept 
alive in Enfield has said developers of 
an historic mansion house have “fallen 
short” in their plans to have “some sort 
of museum” on the site. 

Jason Charalambous, the Conserva¬ 
tive councillor for Cockfosters, 
launched a petition to make the Berke¬ 
ley Housing Group, which intends to 
develop the former Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity campus in Trent Park, Cockfosters, 
into luxury housing, install a full 
museum to commemorate the house’s 
past as a prisoner of war camp. 

While the housing group has made it 
clear that they are prepared to provide 
some commemoration on the site as 
well as partial public access to the man¬ 
sion, Mr Charalambous feels their 
commitments do not go far enough. 

He told The Advertiser. “They have 
regrettably fallen short of committing 
to a proper full scale museum which is 
what we are calling for - my under¬ 
standing is that they think they hope to 
get away with confining the museum to 
two small rooms in the East wing of the 
mansion. This just won’t do as it does 
not constitute a proper national 
museum and is like consigning the 
Crown Jewels to a broom cupboard.” 

The statement from the Berkeley 


group in relation to the petition, which 
currently has over 3,000 signatures, 
states that “Berkeley fully supports the 
proposal to provide some form of 
museum within the Mansion House 
and provide public access to at least 


part of the house. 

“The exact form which the museum 
takes will be subject to further discus¬ 
sions as to how it will be funded, who 
will manage it and many other logisti¬ 
cal considerations.”

A COMP ANY of ballet 
dancers leapt to the assis¬ 
tance of children in a special 
needs school last week with a 
workshop designed to help 
autistic children with move¬ 
ment and coordination. 

The Balletboyz, a male 
company of ballet dancers 
founded by former principal 
dancers, Michael Nunn and 
William 

Trevitt, are known for blaz¬ 
ing a trail for male dancers. 

Last Friday, the education 
arm of the company visited 
Treehouse School in Wood- 
house Avenue, on the border 
of Muswell Hill and East 
Finchley, to work with chil¬ 
dren in the school. 

The workshop was the 
brainchild of yoga and move¬ 
ment teacher at the school, 
Enfield-based Cathy Under¬ 
wood who founded yoga-4- 
mums in Enfield. 

Autism and autism spec¬ 
trum conditions are often 
characterised by difficulty 
with verbal communication 
and Mrs Underwood told 


The Advertiser that move¬ 
ment can “offer a vital cre¬ 
ative and therapeutic outlet 
for children on the autistic 
spectrum.” 

She added that there is an 
established school of thinking 
that sees movement as cru¬ 
cial for promoting awareness 
of physicality and sensory 
integration which helps chil¬ 
dren with autism and learn¬ 
ing difficulties learn about 
the world around them. 

“Most importantly, these 
classes celebrate ability not 
disability and promote posi¬ 
tive interaction, communica¬ 
tion and a real sense of joy. 

“Children and young peo¬ 
ple can be transported out¬ 
side of the perceived 
constraints of their condition, 
connecting with people and 
their surroundings in a more 
self-aware and rewarding 
way,” she added. 

Cathy is hoping to develop 
the country’s first dance 
curriculum tailored specifi¬ 
cally to the needs of autistic 
children.

PUPILS keen to keep fit and ‘stay green’ 
took part in the big pedal event - riding 
their bikes and scooters to school for a 
fortnight. 

About a third of the 400 pupils at De 
Bohun primary got on board and used two 
wheels to travel to school in Green Road, 
Southgate from April 16 to 29. 

Reception teacher, Megan Millane 
organised the event and said she was 
delighted with the childrens’ response. 

Mrs Millane said: “The children 
involved were really enthusiastic about the 
whole thing. 

“As well as cycling and scooting I also 
organised an in-school event for Friday 
April 29, where I converted a car parking 
bay into an eco-friendly area with plants, 
flowers and bikes. The purpose was to 
demonstrate to pupils how many bikes can 
fit onto one parking space as opposed to an 
average family car, holding only up to five 
passengers. 

“Each class had a short time slot to come 
and look at the bay and then discuss, as a 
class group, all of the benefits and impacts 
of cycling.” 

Mrs Millane, who is also the Physical, 
Social, Health and Economic (PSHE) co¬ 


ordinator for the school said the primary 
already had a space where pupils did gar¬ 
dening so were well aware of the benefits 
of healthy eating. 

She said: “As a school we are passionate 
about encouraging our children, wherever 
possible, to travel to school either by pub¬ 
lic transport or by bike or scooter to help 


the local environment and also to encour¬ 
age our children and families to lead 
healthy lifestyles. This was all part of rein¬ 
forcing that.” 

An additional 30 scooter places have 
been provided at the primary since Janu¬ 
ary, with the installation of a new scooter 
rack donated by TfL. 


Nature reserve gains new lease of life 


VOLUNTEERS at a Winchmore Hill nature 
reserve say they have a new summer treat in 
store. 

Winter work means there will be more to 
enjoy at the Woodcroft Wildspace and visitors 
are being urged to visit. 

By the end of July up to 700 children will 
have studied the wildlife and plants on the site. 

And the usual array of wildlife - including 
woodpeckers, foxes and herons - can be spot¬ 
ted. 

Bob Ladell, chair of Woodcroft Wildspace, 
said: “Our message is come and take a look. 
Since Christmas we have been working hard. 
A group of scouts from Compton Road have 
been enlarging one of the ponds. It will be four 
times the size and there will be a lot of pond¬ 
dipping from two weeks time. 

“This is part of the school curriculum where 
children from about four up to 11 come along 
Working hard: Bob Ladell with their jam jars and nets, looking for frogs, 



newts, water boatmen and other bugs, and 
study them. 

“They also go on insect hunts and study the 
creatures and their habitats, so they also take a 
look at the grasses on the site.” 

The three-and-a-half acre site is owned by 
Enfield Council but Woodcroft Wildspace has 
been running it as a reserve for 11 years and in 
summer it is open daily from 9am, to 5.30pm. 
It was previously a sports field but was prone 
to flooding. 

Mr Ladell said: “We have a lot of nature - 
three types of woodpecker and birds of all 
sizes, from the wren up to heron. We’ve had 
bees and a small amount of honey but the 
recent winters have killed the colonies so we 
keep having to buy new ones and the amount 
of honey we get is quite small. 

“There’s something for everybody whether 
it’s kids up to senior adults, so please come 
down.”

How the voting 
system works 


THE Mayor of London is elected by the 
supplementary vote system in which each 
voter has a first and second choice vote. 

If a candidate receives more than half of 
all the first choice votes, he or she will be 
elected immediately. 

However, if this doesn’t happen, the two 
candidates with the most first choice votes 
go through to a second round in which 
second choice votes will be taken into 
consideration - and the candidate with 
the highest combined total of first and 
second choice votes will be elected. 

For a second choice vote to be valid, 
voters must make sure it is different from 
their first choice.

Teen focuses on 
diabetes in blog 


A TEENAGER is using her experi¬ 
ence of living with Type 1 diabetes 
to campaign to raise awareness 
about the condition. 

Ellie Huckle, 18, of Alberta 
Road, Bush Hill Park, was diag¬ 
nosed with Type 1 diabetes when 
she was 11 years old. 

Unlike Type 2 diabetes, which 
hits the headlines more often due to 
its association with diet and 
lifestyle, Elbe’s condition is an auto 
immune disease where the body’s 
immune system attacks and 
destroys the insulin-producing cells 
in the pancreas. 

Insulin regulates blood sugar in 
the body, meaning that sufferers, 
such as Ellie, have to learn to inject 
themselves with synthetic insulin 
so that their blood sugar doesn’t get 
too low or too high. 

Ellie told The Advertiser. “There 
is a lot of stigma around the dis¬ 
ease, because of the associations 
people have with Type 2 diabetes. 
People think maybe it’s the same 
thing, but people with Type 1 dia¬ 
betes are born with this condition, 
it affects mostly young people, and 
it can be difficult for young people 
to combat negative attitudes about 
it.” 

She explained that when she was 
diagnosed at just 11 years old it 
was “daunting”.

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Anti-semitism row 
‘has caught party 
flat-footed’ - Ryan

JOAN Ryan has slammed the 
leadership of the Labour Party 
for their “flat-footed” response 
to this week’s high profile anti- 
Semitism row within the party 

Ms Ryan, Labour’s MP for 
Enfield North and the chair¬ 
woman of Labour Friends of 
Israel, has accused Labour 
leader Jeremy Corbyn of taking 
too long to take action against 
Naz Shah and Ken Livingstone 
over their comments around 
Israel and Zionism. 

At the beginning of this week 
it emerged that MP for Brad¬ 
ford West, Naz Shah, had 
posted comments on social 
media suggesting that Israel 
should not exist. 

At the end of the week former 
Mayor of London Ken Living¬ 
stone compounded the contro¬ 
versy with comments linking 
Zionism - the movement for a 
Jewish homeland in the Middle 
East - with Hitler’s push to 
remove Jewish people from 
Germany in the early 1930s. 

Both the MP and the former 
Mayor have been suspended 
from the party pending an 
investigation but Ms Ryan 
believes the response from the 
leadership should have been 
faster and more decisive. 

“I think it’s absolutely right 
that Naz Shah and Ken Living¬ 
stone have been suspended,” 
she told The Advertiser. “There 


is no question that their state¬ 
ments were anti-Semitic. I 
think the leadership was slow to 
respond and flat-footed in its 
response. 

“Israel is a democracy, 
whether you’re here or in Israel, 
you have every right to criticise 
the government. I criticised 
Benjamin Netanyahu to his 
face over his policy on the set¬ 
tlements on the West Bank. 

“But there is a difference 
between being critical of Israeli 
policy and being anti-Semitic - 
they are not the same thing.” 

Ms Ryan believes that when 
attacks on Israel veer into deny¬ 
ing the country’s right to exist, 
it can be read as denying the 
Jewish people’s right to exist. 

“Some of the statements that 
have been made, putting Zion¬ 
ism in the same sentence as 
Hitler for instance, are hor¬ 
rific,” she said. 

“There is a problem, we can’t 
keep saying there is not a prob¬ 
lem, the overwhelming major¬ 
ity of Labour members are 
disgusted by this, disgusted by 
any form of prejudice and the 
leadership need to take a firmer 
line on it.” 

The row over anti-Semitism 
has exposed cracks in the 
Labour party between those 
who believe that all sides in the 
Palestinian conflict should be 
brought to the negotiating table 
and those who feel certain 
groups, such as Hamas, should 
never be negotiated with.

“You cannot negotiate with 
terrorists,” the MP said. “You 
can’t negotiate with a group 
who believes you have no right 
to exist. 

“In Labour Friends of Israel, 
we believe in a two-state solu¬ 
tion, but you cannot negotiate 
with terrorists.” 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind that the statements both 
these people made were anti- 
Semitic. That process of the 
investigation should continue 
but what I would say is that Naz 
Shah did apologise. Ken Liv¬ 
ingstone still has not.”

Crash barrier removal 
enhances street scene

CONSERVATIONISTS campaigning to 
make Enfield a more attractive place to 
live and visit have welcomed the 
removal of prominent crash barriers in 
Enfield Town. 

The blockade at the traffic island in 
front of Pizza Express, on the corner of 
Silver Street and Church Street, in 
Enfield Town, were removed a fortnight 
ago as part of the council’s drive to “de¬ 
clutter the streets”. 

Caroline Carter, chairwoman of the 
Enfield Town Conservation Area group, 
said they were delighted. 

She told the Advertiser. “We have 
been asking for barriers and railings to 
be removed - in fact all the parapherna¬ 
lia that comes with traffic. It’s a nui¬ 
sance and detracts from the look of the 
place. 

“Obviously the move has to be con¬ 
ducive with safety, but our group’s state¬ 
ment is that all unnecessary railings, 
barriers, even ‘heritage style’, should 
not be in the conservation area. 

“We are certainly very pleased with 
the council’s move to remove them from 
the streets of Enfield and look forward 
to seeing where they will target next.” 

The council is in the process of iden¬ 
tifying more “redundant street scape” 
hot spots but has yet to announce where 
the next places will be. 

Daniel Anderson, Enfield council’s 


cabinet member for environment, said: 
“The removal of the pedestrian guard 
railing is part of Enfield council’s initia¬ 
tive to de-clutter our streets. 


“Wherever possible we are removing 
redundant street furniture, which has no 
obvious purpose, aiming for clear lines 
of view, better signage and safety.”

A NURSE who has worked tire¬ 
lessly with children suffering long 
term chronic illness has won a 
national award. 

Consultant Teresa Hill, has 
received a British Journal of 
Nursing (BJN) award for her spe¬ 
cialist work with young Enfield 
patients suffering from 
Lymphoedema. 

Lymphoedema is a long-term 
chronic condition which happens 
when the lymphatic system - a 
series of glands that get rid of 
unwanted bacteria from the body - 
goes wrong. 

It can occur in childhood or, 
often as a result of cancer treat¬ 
ment. 

Teresa works at Forest Primary 
Care Centre, in Hertford Road, 
Edmonton and has worked for 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Mental Health NHS Trust (BEH) 
for the past 22 years. 


She joined the Lymphoedema 
service in 1997 and has, ever since, 
been battling to raise awareness of 
the condition, which causes painful 
swellings. 

She received the award because 
of her work with the Children’s 
Lymphoedema Special 

Interest Group (CLSIG), a group 
of specialists who want to raise the 
profile of lymphoedema in children 
and have been working on improv¬ 
ing identification, diagnosis and 
management of the condition. 

Teresa said: “This BJN award is 
going to raise awareness of lym¬ 
phoedema in general, specifically 
the challenges of the condition in 
childhood. 

“I’m delighted the group has 
achieved so much. I have been 
actively involved in the Children’s 
Charter, which will outline the 
minimum requirements a young 
person with lymphoedema should 
have access to, for example, access 
to equipment to help with day to 
day life.” 


“In addition to this we’re holding 
the third national Lymphaletics 
event in September. This event is 
an opportunity for children with the 
condition and their families to 
come together, in a fun environ¬ 
ment, encouraging them to join in 
activities and socialise. 

“It is delightful to see the joy on 
children’s faces, and the support 
the parents gain from each other at 
these events. 

“We’re also updating the child¬ 
hood lymphoedema service map in 
the UK so people are aware of 
where they can find local help.” 

Enfield Community Services, 
which is part of BEH, delivers spe¬ 
cialist Lymphoedema care for chil¬ 
dren and adults. It provides assess¬ 
ments, treatment planning and 
urgent care. 

Teresa added: “The service has 
progressed enormously over the 
past 18 years. When it first started 
I was seeing mainly cancer related 
patients. Through development, 
education, training and raising

awareness, the service now sees all 
patients with Lymphoedema and 
chronic oedema.”

Sparse dialogue 
and script yet 
full of emotion

IT IS always a strange experience as an audience 
member to see rows of seats reflected back at you 
on stage. 

This slightly unnerving staging is the set for 
The Flick, a play set in that rare thing, a cinema 
that still projects reels of film, rather than the 
digital images that dominate modern day out-of- 
town multiplexes. 

Playwright Annie Baker won the 2014 Pulitzer 
for the play, and with its naturalistic dialogue 
where characters talk over each other and its 
long-drawn out pauses the calibre of the writing 
is one of the most striking things about the slow- 
moving three-hander. 

Watching the characters clean up the detritus 
left by sloppy cinema-goers and slowly build up 
shy, fragile friendships the play gradually draws 
the audience in - with a light touch dealing with 
working poverty, low paid jobs, race and class - 
all wrapped up in film trivia and a gentle love 
story. 

As audiences we are used to playwrights cram¬ 
ming as much dialogue as possible into perfor¬ 
mances, so at first it feels like a shock to the 
system to listen to dialogue that sounds almost as 
though you are simply eavesdropping on a con¬ 


versation on a bus or watching waiters interact on 
a slow shift in an empty restaurant. 

We have grown used to thinking that a pause 
under a proscenium arch means that something 
terrible has happened - that someone has missed 
their cue - or forgotten their lines. 

But Baker’s deft writing means that most of the 
audience slowly adapt to the unusual sparse 
script. 

Of course, not all audience members were quite 
able to make it all the way through three and a 
half hours of long pauses and awkward silences 
and there were visibly more empty seats in the 
Dorfman Theatre at the National Theatre after 
the interval. 

But the second act felt like a reward for those 
who had returned - with the plot gathering pace 
and the real tensions at the heart of the play 
brought to the fore when the fragile friendship 
between the three characters unravels. 

It takes a strong actor to present such sparse 
dialogue to an audience without feeling the need 
to imbue every line with added significance and 
it is testament to the three actors, Jaygann Ayeh 
Louisa Krause and Matthew Maher that their pre¬ 
cise timing and relaxed delivery brought the 
audience straight into the strange world of a cin¬ 
ema once the lights come up and the magic is 
broken.

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Enfield rakes in 
most litter fines

ENFIELD has topped the list to have raised the 
most from litter fines of anywhere in the UK 
since 2010. 

The borough has raked in £1.5million from 
fining people for littering during that five year 
period. 

The money raised is 150 times the national 
average of £10,000 for the same period. 

Cabinet member for the environment, Daniel 
Anderson, told the Advertiser. “Littering is an 
insidious modern day scourge. It undermines, 
civic pride, blights our neighbourhoods and is a 
convenient vehicle for serious types of anti¬ 
social behaviour. We are therefore absolutely 
determined to stamp it out, in order to improve 
our environment for the benefit of residents, vis¬ 
itors and businesses in Enfield.” 

Figures obtained by the Sunday Times under 
the Freedom of Information Act, showed that 
Hillingdon, Newham and Islington are also in the 
top five. Maidstone in Kent raised the second 
highest amount from fines. 

In Enfield, teams charged with clamping down 
on litter are known as “the Black Watch”. 

Councillor Anderson added: “We make no 
apology for targeting those who drop litter, 
adopting a zero tolerance approach. 

“Our residents consistently prioritise, above all 
else, having clean streets and to that end we work 
incredibly hard to achieve this, both through an 
extensive programme of street sweeping, which 
costs us in the region of £4.3 million a year, and

a robust enforcement regime, which seeks to 
directly tackle littering and fly tipping by catch¬ 
ing those responsible. 

“However, it is important to note that the 
money we raise from fixed penalty notices is a 
drop in the ocean compared to the amount we 
spend on keeping our streets clean. Nonetheless, 
our research shows that imposing charges on lit- 
terers acts as a powerful deterrent and so we will 
continue to target litterers and others who try to 
wreck our borough. 

“Quite simply, if you stop the drop you will not 
get whopped by a hefty fine.” 

He added that he would encourage other local 
authorities to adopt an equally tough stance. He 
said it was essential that a strong message is sent 
out that makes abundantly clear that littering is 
not normal and anyone who sullied ther environ¬ 
ment should be treated with the “contempt and 
disdain that they truly deserve”.

COLDPLAY fans who missed out on tick¬ 
ets for their sell-out Wembley shows this 
summer can experience the thrills of one 
of their live concerts in Enfield on 
Saturday.

Tune out with Florence 


FLORENCE FOSTER JENKINS (PG, 110 
mins) 


A UDITIONS for televised talent shows 
throw up a limitless supply of deluded 
wannabes, who refuse to let a lack of 
musicality or rhythm hamper their quest for pop 
superstardom. 

Occasionally, these loveable misfits strike a 
chord because of their unfettered enthusiasm - 
witness the inexorable rise of The Cheeky Girls 
and Jed ward. 

Amateur operatic soprano Florence Foster 
Jenkins was one such endearing eccentric, who 
became a cause celebre in 1930s and 1940s 
New York precisely because she was unable to 
hold a note during her infamous recitals of Verdi, 
Brahms and Mozart. 

Recordings of her caterwauling became collec¬ 
tor’s items and her concerts were always sold out. 

Jenkins brought joy to millions and remained 
convinced of her soaring abilities until her glori¬ 
ous end, aged 76. 

This real-life story of triumph against snigger¬ 
ing cynicism provides rich inspiration for 
Stephen Frears’ rollicking comedy drama. 

Anchored by tour-de-force performances from 
Meryl Streep and Hugh Grant that perfectly har¬ 
monise humour and pathos, Florence Foster 
Jenkins is an unabashedly joyful period piece 
that stands resolutely behind the eponymous 
socialite as she massacres the Laughing Song 
from Die Fledermaus or the Queen Of The Night 
aria from The Magic Flute. 

As the heroine remarks, “People may say I 
couldn’t sing but no one can say I didn’t sing.” 

Florence (Streep) is determined to further her 
musical ambitions with the help of her second 
husband and doting companion, St Clair (Grant). 
“I shall need a pianist. Someone young, some-

one with passion!”, declares Florence excitedly. 

The couple audition several accompanists but 
they fail to meet Florence’s exacting standards. 
“He’s raping my ears. Make him stop!” she 
pleads after one hopeful tinkles the ivories. 

Cosme Moon (Simon Heiberg) eventually lands 
the position of Florence’s pianist and his first 
experience of Florence in full voice is played for 
tear-streaming belly laughs by Frears. 

The grand dame pays Cosme well and he 
gradually falls under his wealthy employer’s 
spell, acknowledging that she is just following 
her dream, like everyone else. 

Vocal coach Carlo Edwards (David Haig) and 
venerated conductor Arturo Toscanini (John 
Kavanagh) prepare Florence for a big concert at 
the world-famous Carnegie Hall. 

However, St Clair worries that the stress of the 
forthcoming engagement is playing havoc with 


her faltering health. 

“What if it kills you?” he frets. 

“Then I shall die happy,” smiles Florence 
serenely. 

Audiences will certainly die happy after watch¬ 
ing Florence Foster Jenkins. Streep is mes¬ 
merising, bringing tenderness and vulnerability 
to a role that could so easily have been played 
as a pitiful figure of mockery. 

Grant is a wonderful comic foil and he demon¬ 
strates a light touch in moving scenes that 
remind us of his oft-ignored abilities as a dra¬ 
matic actor. 

Period design is impeccable and Frears builds 
to a rousing emotional crescendo worthy of one 
of Jenkins’ standing ovations.

Civic shows it has what it takes

I T seemed like a good idea at the 
time. The Geneva Motor Show was 
a few days away, with the highlight 
of the Honda stand being the reveal of 
the next generation Civic concept. 

It was at the same show 12 months 
previously that the current Civic 
Type-R was revealed, and as my time 
with that car was nearing its end, what 
better way to celebrate than to drive 
out to the show in it? 

If you’ve never had the pleasure of 
visiting the Geneva show, it is one of 
the best in the global automotive cal¬ 
endar. But then that’s a little bit like 
saying the guillotine is one of the least 
painful methods of execution. For 
most attendees on press day, it is a 
blur of keyboard mashing, hurried 
conversations and endless caffeine 
hits under hot lights, but the idea of 
removing the flying element from that 
recipe was too good to miss. 

That’s how I found myself demist¬ 


ing the windscreen at 5.24am on a 
Sunday morning. The man certainly 
wasn’t at his sharpest, but the 
machine didn’t cause a fuss and even 
managed to leave the driveway with¬ 
out waking the neighbours. The run 
down to Folkestone was mercifully 
quiet and with the cruise control set at 
motorway speeds, it gave me time for 
my brain to wake up. It may be pow¬ 
erful and fast, but the Type-R never 
failed to remain calm and composed 
on this kind of journey; hyperactive it 
is not. 

A brief pit-stop just before the 
Eurotunnel was required to pick up 
some essentials, namely a warning tri¬ 
angle and GB sticker (and a coffee, of 
course). The Civic had got me there a 
little early, which meant we could 
jump on an earlier train, and with the 
switch to CET, it meant I was way 
ahead of the game already. 184 miles 
down, 695 to go. 

I probably should have slept on the 
train, but I’m rubbish at snoozing out¬ 


side of my bed. 

I was also happy I’d left the route 
planning to the satnav (much easier 
on the brain), because as I neared the 
Swiss border, it took me over some 
unexpectedly twisty N roads. After 
hundreds of miles of straight lines, it 
was a chance to blow away some cob¬ 
webs. Unfamiliar, cold and damp 
roads present a significant challenge, 
but the Type-R was a riot. 

Across the border and it was back 
into best behaviour mode. Having 
experienced the vociferousness of the 
Swiss police before (a £64 fine for 
being 3.1mph over the speed limit) I 
was happy to be driving more slowly 
than everyone else and enjoying the 
beautiful sunset and scenery. I was 
also understandably feeling a little 
more fatigued and was happy to leave 
the Civic ticking over in sixth as we 
rolled into Montreux a little over 12 
hours since leaving Blighty. 

There was a day of rest and work on 
the Monday before another early start 


for the first show day on Tuesday. 

The Honda stand was busy with 
everyone keen for a glimpse at the 
new Civic concept, which had its own 
sporty flavour even in its purported 
standard form. But loitering on the 
stand, I could see plenty of people 
taking a closer look at the Type-R, 
and it was hard not to feel a little 
smug knowing that I’d got here in my 
own example. 

Even getting up at 5 am the next 
morning to reverse the feat didn’t fill 
me with dread. The Civic managed 
40mpg on the first tank of fuel, and 
only required two and a bit tanks in 
total to get me home. 

A diesel hatchback would have got 
me there on less fuel, but I’d have 
been significantly more bored, and 
the dozens of people who slowed 
down to gawp at the Type-R would 
have been less entertained too. This is 
a car that can do more than go quickly 
in a straight line; the next one will 
have big shoes to fill.

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
was quick to pay tribute to newly 
crowned Premier League champi¬ 
ons Leicester City after Tottenham 
Hotspur’s title challenge came to an 
end at Chelsea on Monday night. 

Spurs knew heading into the 
match that only victory would keep 
alive their slim hopes of overhaul¬ 
ing the surprise table-toppers, and 
they looked well placed to achieve 
just that when goals from Harry 
Kane and Heung-Min Son gave them 
a 2-0 lead at the interval. 

But, on an ill-tempered night

“We had the opportunity to get the 
three points, but it’s always difficult. 
It was a battle. We are the youngest 
squad in the Premier League and 
we feel proud of our players and 
supporters. 

“We are still trying to make his¬ 
tory. It’s true we feel sad and disap¬ 
pointed, but the season has been fan¬ 
tastic in the way that we have played 
and the principles we’ve set out. 

“Now we need to win the next 
games and try to be sure of second 
place. This is our objective now. The 
gap is three points to Arsenal and 
we need to keep this gap. We need 
to be ready for Sunday. It’s the last 
game of the season in our stadium 
with our supporters and time to say 
thank you. All together, we can be 


even stronger and the future can 
only be fantastic.” 

Already missing Dele Alii through 
suspension, Tottenham could also be 
without Mousa Dembele for the 
weekend’s showdown with South¬ 
ampton after he appeared to make 
contact with Diego Costa’s eyes 
with his fingers - an incident which 


was not picked up by the officials. 

Eric Dier was also lucky not to 
collect a second yellow card for a 
bad tackle late on, but Pochettino 
did not feel that his players had 
been overly aggressive. 

He added: “When you play a team 
like Chelsea anything can happen 
with the emotion in football. We 


fought to win the title and Chelsea 
fought to try and win the game, but 
it makes us very proud to see how 
Chelsea took this game. 

“They showed big respect to us 
and this is the way we want to carry 
on next season.
